Gen. Korniloff, indeed, was believed 


to be on the point of abandoning his 
effort.

but that the government demanded his 
unconditional capitulation. 


This news.was preceded by despatch- 


es announcing, that Korniloff was.rap- 
dly being deserted by his adherents, 
ncHuling a division of Moslem troops 
which had advanced as far as Tsars- 
ioe-Selo only 15 miles from Petrograd, 
and which on hearing the govern- 
ment's explanation ot 
the 
sltuatian 
asked to be senf home to the Cau- 
casus.

Without standing sponsor for these 
assertions, made to American corre- 
spondents here by enthusiastic advo- 
cates of the great Irish convention now 
hard at work, I can say from persona] 
observation that today in Ireland there 
are low signs of the misery it is said 
used to mark Irish life. 
The Germans, and certain Sinn Fein- 
ers, have attempted to draw a parallel 
between Ireland and stricken Belgium. 
As a matter of 'fact Ireland is a ver 
liable paradise compared to Belgium, 
crushed under frightful fines and tax- 
es, devastated, enslaved, its industries 
ruined and its populace decimated. 
Here in Ireland the war seems far 


away. Food is excellent, plentiful, and 
cheap compared to the prices that pre- 
vail ' in England and other countries. 
Life is easy, pleasant and far less op- 
pressed by the war than in England. 
Thoso in America who sympathize with 
the Sinn Fein movement for indepen- 
dence must henceforth buttress their 
sympathy only with visions and ideals 
ot nationality. 
' 
Arthur Griffith, Sinn Fein leader and 
editor of their paper, Nationality, de- 
clares no home rule should bo accept- 
able which did not give Ireland the 
right to raise and maintain its own 
army and navy. 
He declares Norway 
and Sweden, on less taxation, are able 
to do this. 
. 
A member of the nationalist party, 


believing in home rule but not in an 
Irish republic, answered: 
"Norway and Sweden support their 
own navies by their own taxation, and 


Emerald as a, result are so pitifully weak they 
have had to endure the loss of nearly 
half their merchant marine through 
German submarines. I question wheth- 
er there would be any comfort for 
Ireland in independence of that kind!" 
Ireland as a republic could not de- 
fend herself against a foreign foro with- 
out the aid of some great power.

"OUR FIGHTING CONSTITUTION 


Whenever a man wants tp oppoa 


something thai does not suit his ow 
purposes, profits or fancy—especial! 
if ho bo a lawyer—lie wails that i 
violates tho Constitution of the Un! 
tad States. 
Behind the 
protecting 


folds o£ tho dear old constitution al 
kinds of rascals, crooks and mar 
plots have hidden In past days. 


It is not surprising, now that we 


are in a great war, lo hear many kinds 
of men opposing our stand and al 
. taking refuge by harking l>ack to the 
constitution. 
The narrow partisai 


fears 
we are 
violating 
the con- 


stitution 
by 
conferring 
too 
mucl 


power- upon the president. 
The nar- 


row legalist fears we are smashing 
tho conslilution when we draft an 
army and send it to foreign soil. Tho 
pro-German 
yelps we are breaking 


the 
provisions 
of the 
constitution 


when we do not ask a drafted man 
whether ho is willing to go out 
of 


the country's confines. 


These constitution idolaters are lo- 


be found in the halls of congress, and 
in the forums, where pacifist, I.W.W., 
pro-German, and. other seditious agi- 
talors spout their platitudes. 


It is,' therefore,' refreshing lo read 


a speech 
like that which 
Charles 


Evans .Hughes, delivered before the 
American Bar association. 
Whatever 


. one may think of Hughes as a presi- 


dential candidate, there is no doubt 
he is an able lawyer. As a. member 
of the United States supreme court 
il was his special-province to scan 
every letter in that famous document 
and to ponder its meaning. 
But in 


this -wartime 
period 
Hughes 
looks 


upon the constitution with the eyes 
of a loyal American citizen who is 
anxious to help and not hinder his 
country in its task of smashing Ger- 
many. 
He looks at Iho documenl 


with plain hard common sense. 


He finds it is "a fighting constitu- 


tion" as well as a peace-time con- 
stitution. 
He emphatically finds the 


fathers of the republic did not sim- 
ply sit down and contrive "a spectacle 
of imposing impotency." They dreamed 
of a counlry that would groiy to great- 
ness and they framed a measure which 
would allow for every expansion and 
every function of a great state. 
They 


knew a nation that could not fight 
would be powerless lo secure the bless- 
ings of liberty for posterity. So in the 
words of Hughes, the constitution gave 
the power lo wage war and— 


"The power lo wage war is the pow- 


er to wage il successfully." 


Self-preservation being Ihe first law 


cf national life, the eonstitulion was 
so drawn as to give the president and 
congress the broadest powers in war- 
time. 


Hughes holds that the document 


backs up the selective service law, 
gives 
the national authorities 
full 


power lo send Iroops abroad, 
deals 


with treason and olher seditious ef- 
forts, and allows for every kind of 
regulation of business, of food and 
fuel distribution-all with an eye to 
waging: war successfully. 


He finds ample justification for ev- 


ery grant of great power to President 
Wilson. 
He has little patience with 


those who 
think 
the 
command of 


armed fo~rces and the conduct of cam- 
paigns should be in charge of a coun- 
cil or that there should be division of 
responsibility, such as is constantly 
urged by those in congress who want 
a snooping committee similar to that 
which was one of the greatest and 
gravest nuisances of Lincoln's many 
wartime trials. 


Such a speech to such an assem- 


blage of American lawyers was need- 
ed. II cleared the air. Jl will put a 
stop to much iearned twaddle both in 
and out of congress. 
It will reassure 


the timid that we arc not in the midst 
of a revolution and we are not Mexi- 
canizing the country. 


Effective conduct o£ a war means 


much power lias lo be centralized in 
the hands of a few men. 
They must 


be men the nation can and does trust. 
There is no man it trusts more than 
its patient, sober-thinking, far-seeing, 
palriptie and 
democratic 
president. 


The power lodged in his hands will 
not be misused and il has not been 
placed there by illegal methods. The 
framers of the constitution arranged 
that it should be in the president's 
hands when the defense of the coun- 
try demanded that he be commandpr- 
in-chief of the armed forces on land 
and on sea. 


The falhers of the republic wanted 


the country to win its wars, not to 
lose them. 
And they didn't frame a 


document 
whose 
paragraphs would 


lend aid and comfort to the enemy by 
hampering the men who have to carry 
on our battles. 


THE RUSSIAN SITUATION 


Sad indeed is the plight of Hussin, 


her forces given over lo civil strife 
while a relentless enemy is threaten- 
ing her capital. 


This condition will he held up in 


Germany as a horrible example of 
the so-called democracy which the 
allies wish to uphold.

Officers with soldiers

heavy work went about the city, it Is 
claimed, and carried off furniture, sil- 
verware, pianos and valuablepictur.es, 
and shipped them to Germany. 
They 


even took safes filled with valuables 
and did it openly, piling their loot 
upon vans in mid-day. 
One- officer 


and a number of1. soldiers were ob- 
served, it is said, us they attempted 
to steal strong boxes from a bank. 
The pillaging troops worked under 


orders to establish a depot for loot on 
the route to Ca'mbrai, where "finds" 
from various towns were concentrat- 
ed. The soldiers received instructions 
to take anything they pleased or that 
looked valuable, and in 
consequence 


have "cleared out" the city of St. 
Quentin as well-as countless smaller 
places. Numberless men on furlough 
are said to have gone back to their 
homes laden with loot. 


Money was not overlooked in the 


hunt. 
One soldier .of the 110th regi- 


ment is said to have uncovered thirty

Without standing sponsor for these 
assertions, made to American corre- 
spondents hero by enthusiastic advo- 
cates of the great Irish convention now 
bard at work, I can say from personal 
observation that today in Ireland there 
fl.ro few signs of the misery it Is said 
used to mark Irish life. 
The Germans, ami certain Sinn Fe!n- 
ers, have attempted to draw a par-die] 
between Ireland and stricken Belgium. 
As a. matter of fact Ireland is a ver- 
itable paradise compared to Belgium, 
crushed under frightful fines and tax- 
es, devastated, enslaved, its industries 
ruined and its populace decimated. 


Here in Ireland the war seems far 


away. Food is excellent, plentiful, and 
cheap compared to tho prices that pre- 
vail in England and other countries. 
Life is easy, pleasant and far less op- 
pressed by the war than in England. 
Those In America who sympathize with 
the Sinn Fein movement for indepen- 
dence must henceforth buttress their 
sympathy only'with visions and Ideals 
of nationality. 
Arthur Griffith, Sinn Fein leader and 
editor of their paper, Nationality, de- 
clares no homo rule should be accept- 
able which did not glvo Ireland the 
right to raise1 and maintain its own 
army and navy. He declares Norway 
' and Sweden, on less taxation, are able 
to do this. 
A member of the nationalist party, 
believing in home rule but not in an 
Irish republic, answered: 
"Norway and Sweden support their 
own navies by their own taxation, and 


have had to endure tho loss of nearly 
half their merchant marine through 
Oerman submarines, 
there would be I question wheth- 
any comfort for 
Ireland In independence of that kind!' 
. Ireland as -a republic could not de- 
fend herself against a foreign fore with- 
out the aid of some great power.

dinary inventions to undo the aubmai- 
Ine have been submitted to the minis- 
ter of marine of Italy, and 10 the vari- 
ous naval attaches here, 
particularly 
that of the United States. One of thete 
Inventions modestly involves the dam- 
ming up of the suhmarincb ana forc- 
ing them into shallow wafers, where 
they may be caught like flsh. This in- 
vention calls for an immense ettel net 
SO or 40 miles long and 40 feet deep. 


Another original plan was submitt- 
ed to the United States naval attache 
providing for the building of nn un- 
sinkablo ship made of solid wood. The 
inventor suggested tbat it be towel 
by another steamship, but he didn't 
explain how the other ship wouid en- 
cape.

tators spout .thoir platitudes. 


It is, therefore, refreshing to read 


a speech like that 
which 
Chnrlei 


Evans Hughes delivered before* thi 
American Bar. association. Whateve 
one may think of Hughes as a prest 
dential candidate, there is no doub 
he is an able lawyer. As a mcmbe; 
of the United Stales- supreme cour 
it was his special province to seal 
every letter in that famous documen 
and to ponder its meaning. 
But in 


this wartime period 
Hughes 
lookt 


upon the consfitutiou with the eye:- 
of a loyal American citizen who ib 
anxious to help and not hinder his 
country in Its task of smashing Ger- 
many. 
He looks at the documen 


•with plain hard common sense. 


He finds it is "a fighting constitu- 


tion" as well as a peace-time con- 
stitution. 
He emphatically finds the 


fathers of the republic did not sim- 
ply sit down and contrive *'a spectacle 
of imposing impotency." They dreamec 
of a country that would grow to great- 
ness and they friimed a measure which 
would allow for every expansion and 
every function of a great state. 
They 


knew a nation that could not fight 
v.-ould be powerless to secure the bless- 
ings of liberty for posterity. So in the 
words of Hughes, tho constitution gave 
the power to wage war and— 


"The power to wage war Is the pow- 


er to wage it successfully." 


Self-preservation being the first law 


of national life, the constitution was 
so drawn as to give the president and 
congress the broadest powers in war. 
time. 


Hughes holds that the document 


backs up the selective service law, 
gives the national authorities 
full 


power to send troops abroad, deals 
with treason and other seditious ef- 
forts, and allows for every kind of 
regulation of business, of food and 
fuel distribution—all with an eye to 
waging war successfully. 
- 
He finds ample justification for ev- 


ery grant of great power to President 
Wilson. 
He has little patience with 


those who 
think 
the 
command of 


armed forces and the conduct of cam- 
paigns should be in charge of a coun- 
cil or that there should be division of 
responsibility, such as is constantly 
urged by those in congress who want 
a snooping committee similar to that 
which was one of the greatest and 
gravest nuisances of Lincoln's many 
wartime trials. 


Such a speech to such an assem- 


blage of American lawyers was need- 
ed. It cleared the air. It will put a 
stop to much learned twaddle both in 
and out of congress. It will reassure 
the timid that we are not in the midst 
of a revolution and we are not Mexi- 
canizing the country. 


Effective conduct of a war means 


much power has to be centralized in 
the hands of a few men. 
They must, 


bo men. the nation can and does trust. 
There is no man it trusts more than 
its patient, sober-thinking, far-seeing, 
patriotic and 
democratic 
president. 


The power lodged in his hands will 
not be misused and it has not been 
placed there by illegal methods. 
The 


framers of the constitution arranged 
that it should be in the ' president's 
hands when the defense of the coun- 
try demanded that he be commander- 
in-chief of the armed forces on land 
and on sea. 


The fathers of the rcpubi'.c wanted 


the country to win Its wars, not to 
lose them. And they didn't frame a 
document whose paragraphs would 
lend aid and comfort to the enemy by 
hampering the men who have to carry 
on. our battles. 


THE RUSSIAN SITUATION 


Sad Indeed Is the plight of Russia, 


her forces given over to civil strife 
while a relentless enemy Is thrcalen- 
inR her capital. 


This condition will be held up In 


Germany as a horrible example of 
tho so-called 
democracy which the 


allica wish to uphold. But the Rus- 
sian people arc In tho main sensible 
nnd It Is hoped tlmt they will ulti- 
mately decide to support 
Homo au- 


thority and give It tho force neces- 
sary to-maintain law and order.

entertained his auflience with a mas- 
terly satirical exposition of the prop-

somewhat "over the heads" of many 
o£ his auditors.

I. Walsh spoke for tho amendment, 
but in what would be termed a stump 
speech rather than an argument. In

during the noon recess, that ho would 
be forced in his argument to undo 
some of the damage to the cause 
which had- been wrought by Walsh's 
demagogic utterances.
